THE    DEPARTMENT   AS    A    WHOLE. 

The  Trustees  have  made  a  request  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Ap- 
portionment for  corporate  stock  in  the  total  sum  of  $2,192,500,  items  of 
which  are  as  follows : 

First — Very  Urgent: 

Equipment      for     new     Out      Patient     Department     of 

Gouverneur  Hospital    $17,500  00 

Construction  of  pavilions  F  and  G,  Bellevue  Hospital.  .  .    1,000,000  00 
Additional  wing  to  Bellevue  Training  School 280,000  00 

Second — Urgent: 

Additional  wing  to  Fordham  Hospital 360,000  00 

Third — Necessary  : 

Nurses'  residence  at  Gouverneur 210.000  00 

Enlarging  nurses'  residence  at  Fordham 4^.000  00 

Fourth — Desirable: 

Power  plant  at  Bellevue 280.000  00 

On  account  of  increased  cost  of  building  material,  amounting  to  about 
40  per  cent,  since  1914,  when  the  original  request  for  erection  of  pavilions 
F  and  G  was  made,  the  architects  have  notified  the  Trustees  that  the  shell 
of  pavilions  F  and  G  at  the  present  time  would  cost  about  $1,200,000,  but 
that  it  could  probably  be  reduced  to  keep  it  within  the  amount  asked  for, 
$1,000,000,  by  omitting  outside  balconies,  fire  escapes  and  inside  staircases. 
The  other  estimates  have  likewise  been  increased  to  meet  additional  cost 
of  construction.

An  appropriation  of  $10,000  in  special  revenue  bonds  has  been  obtained 
for  equipment  of  the  Out  Patient  Department  of  Gouverneur  Hospital, 
which  was  granted  in  accordance  with  the  new  "  pay-as-you-go  "  policy. 

Purchase  of  two  additional  ambulances  in  open  market  has  been  auth- 
orized by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  who  also  granted  similar  permission  to 
buy  certain  medical,  surgical  and  food  supplies  required  during  the  year. 
The  Trustees  have  been  compelled  to  appeal  for  revenue  bonds  to  meet 
deficits  and  anticipated  deficits  in  the  annual  appropriation.  More  than 
$460,000  additional  funds  were  required.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  issued 
$386,000  in  special  revenue  bonds,  the  remainder  being  obtained  by  trans- 
fers from  other  departments.  The  need  for  additional  funds  was  due 
primarily  to  increased  cost  of  articles  chargeable  to  supply  codes,  and  to 
inadequate  budget  allowances. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  throughout  the  year  in  obtaining 
a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  employees  and  many  changes  occurred. 
The  long  hours  of  duty,  combined  with  small  wages  and  general  scarcity 
of  help,  have  made  this  situation  a  serious  obstacle  to  efficient  conduct  of  the 
institutions  of  the  department. 

The  Trustees  were  informed  early  in  the  year  that  as  result  of  a 
Supreme  Court  decision,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  was  without  power 
to  certify  payrolls  for  any  employee  of  the  City  not  a  United  States  citizen, 
and  that  services  of  non-citizens  must  be  terminated.  As  many  nurses  and 
employees,  particularly  women,  were  not  citizens,  it  was  impossible  to 
comply  with  this  regulation  without  closing  at  least  part  of  the  hospitals, 
whereupon  the  Trustees  requested  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  amend  the 
ordinance  to  permit  employment  of  the  required  number  of  nurses  and 
employees  to  man  the  hospitals  properly  although  not  citizens,  which  amend- 
ment has  since  been  adopted. 

The  annual  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  effected  as 
required  by  the  Charter  at  the  first  meeting  in  February  with  the  election 
of  Dr.  John  W.  Brannan  as  President,  and  James  K.  Paulding  as  Secretary. 

The  American  Red  Cross  Association  having  requested  Mr.  Paulding 
to  come  to  France  for  work,  he  presented  his  resignation  as  Secretary, 
which  the  Board  accepted  on  November  8,  and  granted  him  an  indefinite 
leave  of  absence  as  Trustee,  his  committee  work  being  distributed  among 
the  other  members.  Arden  M.  Robbins  was  appointed  Secretary,  which 
duties  he  filled  until  December  29,  1917.  As  his  term  of  Trustee  expired, 
Henry  C.  Wright  was  appointed  in  his  place  by  Mayor  Mitchel.  On  the 
same  day  Dr.  Brannan  was  reappointed.  Since  December  29,  1917,  John 
G.  O'Keefe  has  served  as  Secretary. 

The  Trustees  early  in  May  adopted  a  resolution  that  all  men  who  had 
received  appointments  to  the  house  staff  of  hospitals  of  the  department,  in 
case  they  could  not  report  at  the  required  time,  on  account  of  military 
service,  would  be  eligible  for  appointment  without  further  examination 
after  completing  military  duty.     Meantime  the  Trustees  asked  the  authori- 
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ties  in  Washington  to  put  upon  the  exempt  list  of  the  Reserve  Corps  those 
men  now  members  of  the  Reserve  Corps,  but  who  have  not  completed  their 
interneship  in  the  hospital,  so  that  they  might  fulfill  their  term  on  the  house 
staff,  but  later  upon  request  of  the  Medical  Board  and  representation  of 
urgent  need  of  junior  medical  officers  in  this  country  and  abroad,  this 
action  was  rescinded. 

During  the  summer,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  conferred 
with  representatives  of  the  National  Administration  in  Washington  regard- 
ing shortage  of  internes  and  prospective  internes  for  hospital  service  due 
to  the  draft  law,  and  the  need  of  taking  steps  to  relieve  the  situation,  with 
result  that  provision  was  made  with  this  end  in  view. 

As  frequent  changes  have  occurred  among  members  of  interne  staffs 
of  the  various  hospitals,  the  older  men  being  called  to  military  service  and 
their  substitutes  not  having  the  six  months  hospital  experience  required 
under  departmental  regulations,  it  has  become  necessary  to  place  internes 
who  did  not  meet  these  qualifications  on  ambulance  duty  and  in  the  admitting 
office.  For  this  reason  the  Trustees  have  abrogated  this  requirement  for 
the  period  of  the  war. 

Due  to  the  many  absences  on  medical  staffs  caused  by  men  entering 
military  service,  the  Trustees  have  adopted  a  rule  that  leave  of  absence 
would  not  be  granted  unless  a  substitute  was  named  by  the  applicant  to 
cover  the  service,  and  the  substitute  approved  by  the  Medical  Board. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Medical  Boards  of  the  several  hospitals  were 
asked  to  consider  carefully  how  their  hospitals  might  be  affected  by  the 
draft  of  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  for  military  service.  The  Trus- 
tees desire  to  have  one  or  two  men  in  reserve  for  every  position  to  be  filled 
in  order  that  the  hospitals  may  at  all  times  be  properly  equipped.  Still 
further  to  carry  this  out,  the  heads  of  the  various  services  have  been  given 
authority  to  ask  for  volunteer  aides  not  connected  with  the  hospitals  to 
attend  on  certain  days  at  definite  hours  to  help  carry  on  work  of  the  house 
staff. 

A  series  of  courses  in  elementary  radiology  with  the  object  of  fitting 
men  and  women  for  X-ray  work  during  the  war  have  been  opened  by  the 
Director  of  the  X-Ray  Laboratory. 

Facilities  of  the  hospital  have  been  offered  to  the  War  Department 
for  tieatment  of  drug  -ases  at  Bellevue  prior  to  transfer  to  the  post  camp 
at  Warwick,  and  the  hospitals  have  been  offered  tc  the  Government  through 
the  Mayor's  Committee  on  National  Defense. 

In  May  the  grounds  of  the  hospitals  were  planted  with  vegetables,  in 
line  with  the  general  demand  for  increased  food  supply,  and  the  General 
Medical  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  see  what  could  be  done  to  pro- 
vide doctors,  nurses  and  employees  of  the  hospitals  with  bread  containing 
60  per  cent,  wheat  and  40  per  cent,  other  ingredients. 
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BELLEVUE   HOSPITAL 

General. 

A  request  was  made  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  establish  a  new- 
position  of  Assistant  Medical  Superintendent  at  Bellevue  at  a  salary  of 
$2,500  a  year  and  maintenance,  with  issue  of  special  revenue  bonds  to  pay 
the  salary  for  remainder  of  the  year.  As  funds  were  not  allowed  for  this 
purpose  the  place  was  included  in  the  departmental  estimate  for  1918. 

In  view  of  the  policy  announced  by  the  City  administration  in  releas- 
ing civil  employees  for  active  war  service,  which  provided  that  no  applica- 
tion for  leave  of  absence  would  be  considered  unless  services  of  the  employee 
could  be  dispensed  with  without  serious  detriment  to-  the  department  by 
readjusting  his  duties  among  the  remaining  employees,  the  Trustees  found 
it  necessary  to  protest  that  they  could  not  maintain  the  hospitals  with  any 
more  limited  staff  than  at  present  employed,  and  therefore  it  would  be 
impossible  to  approve  leaves  of  absence  to  nurses  or  other  employees  to 
enter  service  of  base  hospital  units  or  with  the  Government.  The  Bellevue 
Hospital  Unit  has  been  organized  to  represent  the  hospital  at  the  war  front 
and  as  this  unit  would  be  seriously  crippled,  if  not  prevented  from  going 
abroad  under  the  policy  adopted,  the  Trustees  have  asked  permission  to 
grant  indefinite  leaves  of  absence,  without  salary,  to  employees  and  then 
fill  their  places  temporarily  at  a  salary  to  be  paid  from  the  regular  ap- 
propriation. The  directorship  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Unit  was  taken  by 
Dr.  Edward  L.  Keyes.  The  Unit  left  for  Fort  Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  for  train- 
ing on  November  7th. 

The  General  Medical  Superintendent  and  Director  of  the  Alcoholic 
and  Psychopathic  Services,  at  request  of  the  Government,  assisted  in  medi- 
cal examination  of  recruits  at  regiment  armories  and  at  camps  without 
interfering  with  work  in  the  hospital.  In  order  that  the  latter  could 
comply  with  a  further  request  from  the  Government,  an  indefinite  leave 
of  absence  was  approved  after  he  had  presented  a  plan  of  organization  for 
covering  the  work  in  his  division  during  his  absence. 

Dr.  Thornton,  Assistant  Medical  Superintendent  of  Bellevue  Hospital, 
having  received  a  commission  in  the  Medical  Corps,  left  the  hospital  on 
July  27th,  in  response  to  military  orders. 

As  a  number  of  problems  have  been  presented  on  account  of  changes 
due  to  military  service,  a  number  of  rules  governing  the  medical  and  surgi- 
cal, as  well  as  general  administration,  had  to  be  amended. 

At  request  of  the  Surgeon  General,  courses  have  been  conducted  to 
instruct  a  number  of  officers  of  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  in  military 
medicine  and  surgery,  also  in  the  treatment  of  fractures.  The  X-Ray  De- 
partment has  given  instruction  in  Roentgenology  to  officers  of  this  corps. 

A  number  of  soldiers,  averaging  about  sixty,  who  were  suffering  from 
acute  medical  and  surgical  conditions,  were  brought  to  Bellevue  during  the 
last  three  months  from  camps  around  the  city. 


As  Bellevue  and  Gouverneur  Hospitals  are  close  to  the  water-front 
they  were  included  within  the  barred  zones  for  enemy  aliens  in  the  Presi- 
dent's proclamation  of  November  16,  1917.  The  United  State-  Marshal 
informally  advised  the  General  Medical  Superintendent  that  he  would  not 
interfere  with  people  admitted  to  the  hospitals. 

Inquiries  have  been  made  by  executive  officers  of  the  War  Board  of 
the  Port  of  New  York  regarding  use  of  the  piers  at  foot  of  East  28th  and 
29th  Streets.  The  Trustees  informed  them  that  they  wish  to  co-operate  in 
every  way  possible  but  did  not  believe  that  use  of  the  piers  would  be  feas- 
ible in  a  commercial  way  as  they  were  in  need  of  repairs  and  within  the 
Bellevue  enclosure. 

Medical  Service. 

The  new  Ophthalmological  Service  has  been  organized  along  lines 
adopted  for  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Service.  The  surgeons  in  charge  of 
these  special  services  were  given  the  title  of  Visiting  Surgeons  to  the  de- 
partment to  which  they  were  assigned. 

Meetings  of  hospital  officials  have  been  held  with  the  Mayor's  Com- 
mittee on  Classification  and  Treatment  of  Mental  Defectives,  with  the 
object  of  making  provision  at  Bellevue  for  care  of  such  patients  in  co- 
operation with  other  departments,  including  Police,  Board  of  Education. 
Public  Charities,  Corrections,  the  Courts,  and  Board  of  Inebriety.  A  plan 
was  formulated  to  carry  out  this  work. 

The  wards  in  the  old  building,  after  extensive  alterations  for  Alco- 
holic and  Prison  Services,  have  been  placed  in  use,  and  patients  transferred 
from  other  parts  of  the  hospital  to  this  building. 

The  medical  care  of  poliomyelitis  cases  in  one  of  the  wards  has  been 
assigned  to  the  children's  medical  service,  and  provision  made  for  a  room 
on  top  of  one  of  the  new  pavilions  to  care  for  well  babies  whose  mothers 
are  ill  in  the  hospital.  In  this  way  better  isolation  is  obtained  from  infec- 
tion. 

The  new  organization  of  the  house  staff  has  been  approved  ami  put  into 
effect. 

Out  Patient  Department. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  physicians  for  the  Out 
Patient  Department.  The  clinics  are  frequently  overcrowded  and  the 
dearth  of  physicians  and  nurses  renders  management  difficult.  The  hospital 
officials  are  studying  the  improvement  of  the  service. 

The  appointment  of  an  additional  Social  Service  worker  for  the  chil- 
dren's clinic  has  been  authorized;  her  duties  provide  that  -lie  shall  interest 
herself  primarily  in  cardiac  eases  coming  to  the  division.  A  nurse  has 
been  provided  by  the  Huddleston  Foundation,  which  is  interested  in  this 
class  of  patients. 

I  hi  much-needed  changes  in  the  children's  clinic,  consisting  of  re- 
moval of  partitions  and   installation   of  hot   and  cold   water  lines  have  been 

completed. 
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Nursing  Service. 

As  additional  nurses  were  urgently  required  a  request  was  made  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  for  an  issue  of  special  revenue  bonds  to  make  possible 
their  engagement.  In  addition  to  difficulty  in  obtaining  new  nurses,  there 
was  the  added  problem  of  providing  quarters  to  accommodate  them. 

A  lease  of  part  of  the  premises  at  No.  426  East  26th  Street,  used  as  a 
dormitory  for  additional  nurses,  has  been  obtained  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

The  offer  of  Mrs.  William  Church  Osborn  to  build  an  addition  to 
Osborn  Hall  and  rent  it  to  the  City  for  use  of  the  nurses,  at  an  annual  rental 
of  $15,000,  for  a  period  of  two  years,  has  been  accepted  by  the  Trustees  and 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund.  This  building  was 
very  much  needed  as  the  Nurses'  Residence  was  overcrowded.  It  was 
placed  in  use  January  1,  1918. 

The  Trustees  approved  the  plan  formulated  by  the  Bellevue  Training 
School  for  Nurses  to  give  a  course  in  nursing  for  non-resident  students. 

Building  and  Kindred  Matters 

An  open  market  order  was  issued  early  in  the  year  for  installation 
of  gas  piping  in  pavilions  I  and  K,  in  accordance  with  recommendation  of 
the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity.  The  piping  has 
since  been  completed. 

Payment  in  full  on  the  abandoned  contract  for  installation  of  lighting 
fixtures  in  pavilions  I  and  K,  which  work  was  finished  by  the  Simes  Com- 
pany, has  been  authorized  by  the  Trustees  as  result  of  investigation  and 
recommendations  from  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity and  from  the  architects. 

The  contract  for  loggia  enclosures  for  pavilions  I  and  K  was  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder  in  the  sum  of  $1,425,  which  work  has  since  been 
completed. 

The  Trustees  were  notified  by  the  Fire  Department  early  in  February 
that  initiative  in  matters  relating  to  fire  escapes  and  additional  exits  was 
to  be  taken  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  and  that  in  consequence 
orders  issued  by  the  Fire  Department  regarding  the  old  buildings  have  been 
cancelled  and  referred  to  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings.  The  contract 
for  changes  reducing  fire  hazards  in  the  old  building  was  under  way  when 
this  notice  was  received,  and  after  giving  the  contractor  an  extension  of 
three  months'  time  on  account  of  delays  in  obtaining  approval  of  plans  by 
the  Building  Department  the  work  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees. 

A  request  has  been  made  for  corporate  stock  of  $25,000  for  screening 
pavilions  I,  K,  L  and  M.  The  General  Medical  Superintendent  has  been 
instructed  to  provide  temporary  netting  in  these  buildings  pending  issue  of 
funds  requested. 

Wire  screens  for  pavilions  A  and  B  have  been  purchased  in  open 
market  by  special  permission  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  at  a  cost  of  $7,100". 
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<  >wing  to  delay  in  obtaining  funds  for  construction  of  pavilions  F 
and  G  and  the  need  of  solving  the  kitchen  problem  at  Bellevue,  considera- 
tion has  been  given  to  obtaining  corporate  stock  to  build  at  least  the  kitchen 
section  of  these  buildings,  the-  remaining  portions  to  be  erected  as  soon 
thereafter  as  funds  became  available.  The  architect  was  instructed  to 
furnish  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  constructing  this  part  of  the  building  and 
tunnels  to  connect  with  pavilions  A  and  B,  I  and  K.  and  L  and  M.  In 
view,  however,  of  the  high  estimate  of  $650,000  and  economic  conditions 
prevailing  during  the-  year,  the  subject  lias  been  laid  over  for  further  con- 
sideration. 

The  dining  rooms  for  employees  being  greatly  overcrowded  because  of 
the  physical  layout,  and  it  having  been  impossible  to  serve  properly  the  500 
to  600  employees  three  meals  daily,  the  Trustees  requested  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  an  issue  of  $3,000  to  prepare  the  base- 
ment of  pavilions  I  and  K  to  provide  additional  space.  Part  of  this  fund 
was  allowed  in  the  budget  for  1918,  and  plans  for  alterations  are  under  way. 

The  Dock  Department  has  made  repairs  necessary  to  the  dock  at  foot 
of  East  29th  Street. 

In  view  of  difficulty  in  the  elevator  service,  it  has  been  decided  to 
make  provision  for  a  new  grade  of  employees  as  elevator  operators,  one 
for  each  elevator  in  all  buildings  in  the  department.  The  architect  was 
also  instructed  to  make  examination  of  the  elevators  in  pavilions  A  and  B 
and  report  upon  the  feasibility  of  providing  an  additional  elevator  for 
these  buildings ;  the  sketch  plan  submitted  for  this  purpose  carried  an 
expenditure  so  high  that  the  Trustees  decided  to  defer  action. 

The  Department  of  Docks  and  Ferries,  as  result  of  an  examination  of 
the  boat  "  Southfield,"  reported  that  it  appeared  in  good  condition  but  that 
repairs  would  be  needed  to  superstructure  and  guards,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $2,000.  A  request  for  funds  was  made  for  this  purpose  in  the  depart- 
mental estimate  for  1918,  but  was  not  allowed. 

MlSCELLANEOl  - 

During  January  and  February  considerable  difficulty  in  transfer  of 
patients  was  experienced  in  consequence  of  irregular  boat  service  main- 
tained by  the  Department  of  Public  Charities  to  institutions  on  Blackwell's 
Island.  Patients  were  required  to  wait  on  the  dock,  in  some  cases  for  so 
long  that  it  was  necessary  to  send  food  to  them  from  the  hospital.  Ar- 
rangements were  made  with  the  Commissioner  for  improving  tin-  situation. 

As  the  Polyclinic  Hospital  has  given  up  its  ambulance  district  it  was 
assigned  to  Bellevue  by  the  Ambulance  Board 

The  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  General  Drug  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Charities  on  grounds  at  Bellevue  has  been  abandoned 
by  that  department  and  lias  since  been  used  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Barnum  &  Bailey  Circus  made  its  annual  \i-it  to  the  hospital  on 
the  morning  of  April  21. 
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General  Administration. 

The  Trustees  were  able  during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1917  to  obtain 
and  store  enough  coal  for  the  hospitals  for  requirements  of  the  winter. 

A  general  rule  has  been  adopted  that  all  plans  and  specifications  for 
construction  work  of  any  kind,  as  well  as  changes  relating  thereto,  shall 
receive  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  where 
work  is  to  be  done  and  then  countersigned  by  the  General  Medical  Superin- 
tendent before  bids  are  asked  for. 

GOUVERNEUR    HOSPITAL. 

The  new  building  for  the  Out  Patient  Department  was  opened  Decem- 
ber 27.  Progress  on  construction  of  the  building  was  slow  at  first  on 
account  of  difficulty  in  getting  building  supplies  and  freight  congestion. 
After  obtaining  approval  of  specifications  for  painting  interior  of  build- 
ing, contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,322.50  was  awarded  to  lowest  bidder. 

The  department  had  difficulty  in  connection  with  installation  of  light- 
ing fixtures.  Bids  received  were  in  excess  of  amount  allowed,  and  an  ap- 
plication was  made  for  reconsideration  of  estimate  of  cost,  after  obtaining 
which  the  Trustees  awarded  the  contract,  amounting  to  $2,670,  to  lowest 
bidder. 

Special  revenue  bonds  of  $10,000  have  been  asked  for  equipment  of 
the  building  for  the  Out  Patient  Department  and  $7,000  for  construction 
of  a  bridge  across  Gouverneur  Slip  connecting  the  new  department  with 
hospital  building.  As  the  proposed  construction  would  interfere  to  a 
slight  extent  with  the  light  and  air  of  adjoining  property,  it  was  necessary 
to  obtain  consent  of  owners,  and  architects'  plans  were  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  purpose  of  obtaining  a  fran- 
chise, which  was  granted  December  6,  1917.  The  Art  Commission  also 
approved  design  of  bridge. 

It  having  been  suggested  that  the  department  connect  the  heating  sys- 
tem in  the  new  building  with  the  boiler  plant  of  the  hospital,  the  Trustees 
asked  advice  of  architects,  who  pronounced  it  unwise  to  place  an  additional 
load  on  the  old  boiler  plant.  A  conference  was  arranged  between  the  de- 
partment's architect  and  city  engineers  to  provide  for  modification  of  plans. 
The  revised  plans  were  accepted  by  the  Trustees  and  after  approval  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  bids  were  received  and  the  con- 
tract awarded  to  lowest  bidder,  in  the  sum  of  $3,910.  Work  is  now  in 
progress. 

The  Trustees  have  been  obliged  to  ask  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  an 
issue  of  special  revenue  bonds  of  $7,760  to  make  much  needed  repairs  and 
changes  on  the  boat  "  John  H.  Huddleston,"  used  as  a  tuberculosis  day 
camp  in  connection  with  Gouverneur  Hospital.  The  contract  for  work 
was  let  on  August  30  in  the  sum  of  $4,105.  Meanwhile  the  boat  had  been 
transferred  to  the  28th  Street  pier  at  Bellevue,  by  reason  of  improvement 
to  the  seawall  at  Corlears   Hook    Park.      While   there   being   repaired,    its 
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name  was  changed  to  "Camp  Huddleston,"  and  a  committee  conferred 
with  representatives  of  Departments  of  Docks  and  Ferries  and  Parks  to 
obtain  early  completion  of  a  part  of  the  dock  at  Corlears  Hook  Park,  for- 
merly used  as  moorage,  or  another  mooring  place  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 
The  open-air  school  formerly  on  the  boat  was  closed  for  the  summer  months, 
and  upon  reopening  in  September  it  was  carried  on  in  a  building  south- 
east of  the  hospital,  belonging  to  the  City,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  was 
temporarily  conducted  in  the  new  building  for  the  Out  Patient  Depart- 
ment. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Board  and  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  Trustees,  the  surgical  service  of  the  hospital  was  placed  in 
charge  of  two  directors,  each  to  be  on  continuous  duty  for  six  months.  A 
change  was  also  made  in  the  interne  staff  by  adding  an  additional  position 
on  the  medical  and  on  the  pediatric  services. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  assign  several  additional  men  to  the  regular 
house  staff  to  take  the  place  of  men  called  to  military  duty,  and  in  view 
of  changed  conditions  a  one-year  interne  service  has  been  established. 

In  the  Out  Patient  Department  the  Trustees  have  authorized  estab- 
lishing an  evening  cardiac  clinic  which  was  to  be  opened  as  soon  as  phy- 
sicians could  be  found  to  take  charge. 


HARLEM    HOSPITAL. 

Revised  plans  for  layout  of  the  grounds  have  been  accepted  and  ap- 
proved. Contract  for  the  work  was  let  July  19  to  lowest  bidder  in  the 
sum  of  $13,800.  It  has  been  necessary  on  account  of  freight  embargo  to 
grant  several  extensions  of  time  to  the  contractor. 

After  making  several  changes,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment approved  plans  and  specifications  for  the  following  alterations:  En- 
larging ambulance  platform;  converting  stable  into  garage:  enclosing  north 
and  south  balcony  ends;  reconstruction  of  entrance  to  nurses*  home:  moving 
vacuum  tank;  installing  sump  pump  and  ash  hoist;  and  opening  a  new- 
area. 

The  work  of  the  Voss  Ice  Machine  Company,  in  completing  abandoned 
contract  for  alterations  to  machine  room,  coal  vault  and  storage  room,  has 
been  accepted  and  final  payment  authorized.  The  contract  was  completed 
for  $2,375  less  than  the  original  contractor  agreed  to.  In  accordance  with 
an  opinion  from  the  Law  Department  the  City  was  entitled  to  retain  this 
amount. 

Another  contract  which  caused  considerable  trouble  was  for  installa- 
tion of  screens  and  awnings,  which  has  been  finally  closed.  After  making 
comprehensive  inquiries  the  Building  Committee  presented  a  report  to 
the  Trustees,  whereupon  the  Board  adopted  certificates  of  completion,  ac- 
ceptance and  determination  in  accordance  with  various  clause-  of  the  con- 
tract which  involved  liquidated  damages  in  the  sum  of  $1,830. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  to  place  rubber  bumpers  in  elevator 
shafts  to  reduce  or  remove  noise  made  by  elevators.  At  times  it  has  been 
difficult  to  maintain  satisfactory  elevator  service  because  of  lack  of  em- 
ployees. 

Reorganization  of  the  medical  and  surgical  administration  has  been 
effected  as  in  other  hospitals  of  the  department.  The  medical  branch  has 
been  placed  in  charge  of  a  single  director  on  continuous  service.  The  surgi- 
cal division  has  been  divided  into  two  parts,  each  in  charge  of  a  director. 

In  further  reorganization,  a  children's  service  was  established  with 
a  Pediatrist  and  a  staff  of  an  Assistant  and  two  Adjunct  Assisting  Visiting 
Pediatrists.  A  plan  has  also  been  developed  to  improve  service  in  the  Out 
Patient  Department  and  co-ordinate  this  work  with  the  hospital. 

On  advice  of  the  Medical  Board  the  Trustees  have  approved  creation 
of  the  place  of  Orthopaedist  to  the  Hospital  and  Out  Patient  Department 
and  have  established  two  additional  positions  of  Gynaecologist  to  Out  Pa- 
tients and  Adjunct  Assistant  Visiting  Gynaecologist,  as  well  as  a  Bacteri- 
ologist to  the  Hospital,  which  position  was  placed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Pathologist.  An  Assistant  Neurologist  has  been  appointed  to  have  charge 
of  nerve  cases  in  hospital  and  Out  Patient  Department. 

The  enlarging  of  the  hospital  required  an  additional  number  of  men 
on  the  house  staff,  which  was  increased  from  12  to  24.  and  a  change  to  a 
one-year  service  was  authorized. 

The  Trustees  directed  opening  and  equipping  of  three  operating  rooms 
and  employment  of  necessary  help.  The  roof  ward  has  also  been  opened 
for  septic  cases.  Establishing  of  an  evening  cardiac  clinic  in  the  Out  Patient 
Department  was  approved  and  provision  was  made  for  a  social  service 
worker  in'  the  budget  for  1918.  Meantime  the  General  Medical  Superin- 
tendent was  instructed  to  care  for  the  more  urgent  cases  so  far  as  possible 
with  the  present  staff  of  nurses. 

A  unit  was  established,  which  became  known  as  hospital  unit  "  F,"  and 
was  ordered  to  Buffalo  on  November  12  and  has  since  been  in  service  in 
France. 

In  view  of  the  number  of  men  obtaining  leaves  of  absence  for  military 
service  the  Medical  Board  has  received  permission  to  arrange  with  the 
surgical  directors  for  assignment  to  the  gynaecological  service  of  one  of 
the  surgical  adjuncts  not  at  the  time  on  hospital  duty. 

The  Roentgenologist  was  granted  permission  to  instruct  United  States 
Army  officers  in  Roentgenology. 
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FORDHAM     HOSPITAL. 

The  construction  ol   an  additional   win;;  has  been  suggested  and  tin- 
recommendation    from   the  Civic   Bureau   of   The    Bronx    Hoard   of    Trade 
has  been  sent  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  the  Trusti 
having  had  a   request  before   that    Hoard    for  an   issue  of   corporate  stock 
for  this  purpose  for  several  years. 

The  sum  of  $40,000  having  been  granted  for  construction  of  a  new- 
roof  ward,  the  Trustees  authorized  appointment  of  an  architect  for  the  work. 
They  have  the  plans  under  consideration  and  have  had  several  conferences 
with  the  architect. 

The  Medical  Board  also  recommended  construction  of  a  portable  ward 
for  medical  cases,  which  subject  has  since  been  under  advisement. 

At  request  of  the  Police  Department  a  prison  ward  was  established. 
The  Trustees  arranged  to  set  apart  one  ward  for  use  of  male  prisoners  and 
authorized  the  structural  changes  necessary. 

As  the  residence  is  not  large  enough  for  the  number  of  nurses  required, 
premises  at  No.  2533  Cambrelling  Avenue  were  leased  for  three  years. 

The  Trustees  'have  extended  to  Fordham  Hospital  their  plan  to  re- 
organize medical  and  surgical  services.  The  surgical  division  was  sepa- 
rated into  two  parts. 

The  formation  of  a  unit  was  approved.  The  hospital  unit  has  since 
left  for  Europe. 

No  provision  has  yet  been  made  for  a  cardiac  clinic  in  The  Bronx; 
the  Trustees  therefore  authorized  establishing  such  clinic  when  one  could 
be  organized. 

The  attendance  of  physicians  in  the  Out  Patient  Department  has  left 
much  to  be  desired,  and  the  Trustees  on  several  occasions  have  had  to  call 
attention  of  the  Medical  Board  to  delay  experienced  by  patients  awaiting 
services  of  physicians  and  surgeons  in  the  clinics.  In  the  present  difficulty 
of  obtaining  doctors  it  may  be  harder  than  usual  to  provide  regular  service 
in  this  out-of-the-way  clinic,  but  the  Trustees  have  made  every  effort  in 
co-operation  with  the  Medical  Board  to  secure  desired  results. 


NEPONSIT  BEACH    HOSPITAL    FOR   CHILDREN'. 

The  contractors  for  installation  of  the  salt  water  line  have  received 
an  extension  of  time  on  account  of  delays  in  obtaining  approval  of  plans 
by  various  City  departments.  The  work  was  completed  within  additional 
time  allowed  and  accepted  by  the  Trustees. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  extend  the  salt  water  suction  pipe  on 
account  of  changes  in  high  water  line.  The  Trustees  authorized  the  work 
as  soon  as  necessary  funds  could  be  obtained. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  fourth  floor  at  an  expenditure 
of  about  $900.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Practically  the  entire  Interne  Staff  has  changed  during  the  year  by 
reason  of  so  many  accepting  commissions  in  war  service.  Nurses  in  large 
numbers  have  resigned  to  take  up  war  work.  Ambulance  drivers,  engi- 
neers and  other  employees  have  responded  to  the  call  either  voluntarily  or 
by  draft,  so  the  staff  has  been  seriously  depleted,  handicapping  work  greatly, 
making  it  impossible  to  maintain  standard  of  care  for  patients  and  general 
cleanliness.  The  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  service  flag  bears  377  stars. 
In  this  emergency  former  members  of  the  Visiting  Staff  who  had  retired 
by  reason  of  reaching  age  limit,  or  for  personal  reasons,  offered  instantly  to 
fill  the  breach  by  taking  up  the  duties  of  their  old  positions. 

On  account  of  lack  of  funds  no  new  construction  was  undertaken  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  great  need  of  going  on  with  the  New  Bellevue  is  each 
day  more  apparent  in  the  problem  of  transporting  sick  and  injured  persons 
from  the  Admitting  Office  through  the  open  air  to  wards  remote,  or  the 
even  more  serious  problem  of  carrying  food  from  a  kitchen  one,  two  or 
three  blocks  away. 

The  city  is  growing  so  rapidly  in  the  vicinity  of  Fordham  Hospital,  it 
is  a  question  of  a  short  time  when  hospital  facilities  must  be  provided  to 
meet  the  demand 'that  surely  will  come — already  pressure  is  great  and  often 
during  the  winter  wards  have  been  overcrowded.  Need  for  additional 
rooms  for  nurses  has  been  met  temporarily  by  allowing  some  employees  to 
live  away  from  the  hospital,  transferring  men  to  house  rented  outside  of 
grounds,  placing  women  in  rooms  over  the  stable  formerly  used  by  men, 
and  placing  nurses  in  quarters  over  the  laundry  previously  occupied  by 
women  employees. 

Except  for  improving  grounds  and  entrance  to  ambulance  stable,  no 
new  work  has  been  undertaken  at  Harlem.  Need  of  an  additional  floor 
to  the  Nurses'  Residence  here  is  becoming  very  urgent.  It  is  now  com- 
pletely filled,  and  any  future  increase  in  size  of  the  nursing  staff  must  be 
met  by  allowing  nurses  to  live  away  from  the  hospital. 

The  new  Out  Patient  Building  at  Gouverneur  was  completed  so  the 
first  floor  could  be  opened  on  December  27.  This  relieved  the  marked 
overcrowding  that  had  prevailed  in  the  old  building  so  many  years,  and 
will  permit  with  the  modern  conveniences  and  increased  space  of  much 
more  satisfactory  work.  A  suitable  home  for  nurses  is  the  most  urgent 
need  at  Gouverneur.  Houses  now  rented  for  this  purpose  are  very  old 
and  the  interior  arrangement  does  not  permit  the  privacy  to  which  nurses 
are  entitled. 

At  the  School  for  Midwives  no  work  has  been  undertaken  except 
usual  repairs  and  replacements. 

The  school  rooms  at  Neponsit  Beach  Hospital  for  Children  were  re- 
moved to  one  of  the  balconies  in  the  court-yard,  same  having  been  enclosed, 
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heat  added,  etc.     This  made  available  an  additional  ward  which  is  being 
filled  by  admission  of  suitable  cases. 

The  organization  of  Visiting  Staff,  providing  for  Directors  of  .Medical 
and  Surgical  Services  of  the  various  hospitals,  was  extended  by  appoint- 
ment of  such  Directors.  This  policy  is  working  satisfactorily,  simplifying 
problems  of  care  of  patients  from  the  administrative  standpoint. 

The  children's  wards  at  each  hospital  have  been  in  quarantine  at  vari- 
ous times  by  outbreaks  of  some  one  of  the  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 
It  is  usually  impossible  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection,  as  all  children 
are  at  admission  kept  under  observation  for  72  hours  before  being  sent  to 
the  general  ward. 

One  of  our  most  distressing  problems  is  the  prevention  and  control  of 
vaginitis.  This  disease  complicates  other  conditions  in  many  children 
admitted.  The  special  clinic  for  these  cases  had  to  be  given  up  in  November 
by  reason  of  changes  in  staff,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  reopen- 
ing the  class  early  in  the  year. 

The  use  of  the  X-ray  in  each  of  the  hospitals  is  being  so  rapidly 
extended  that  they  are  already  taxed  to  capacity.  Much  additional  equip- 
ment must  be  provided  if  this  department  is  to  maintain  its  standard  of 
efficiency,  and  meet  demands  made  upon  it. 

In  addition  to  routine  laboratory  work  much  interest  is  developed 
along  other  lines.  Out  of  3,248  deaths  at  Bellevue  during  the  year  443 
came  to  autopsy.  12,507  Wassermann  tests  were  made.  1.74D  surgical 
specimens;  2.078  chemical  examinations,  and  1.317  blood  cultures  were 
made,  in  addition  to  7,262  miscellaneous  examinations.  1.237  specimens  of 
urine  and  feces  were  examined  from  257  patients  under  treatment  for 
typhoid  fever. 

The  General  Superintendent  of  Training  Schools  reports  that  there  are 
176  pupils  in  training  at  Bellevue.  a  considerable  increase  compared  with 
previous  years.  Osborn  Hall  Annex,  accommodating  80  people,  will  be 
opened  January  1,  1918.  The  usual  illness  incidental  to  a  large  group  of 
workers,  constantly  exposed  to  disease,  has  occurred.  Hospital  Units,  re- 
sponding to  the  call  of  the  country  from  Bellevue,  Harlem  and  Fordham 
Hospitals,  have  largely  filled  their  ranks  from  graduates  on  ward  duty, 
temporarily  disorganizing  the  nursing  service  and  placing  additional  burdens 
on  those  carrying  administrative  responsibility. 

The  usual  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  keeping  positions  of  Hos- 
pital Helpers  filled  throughout  the  department.
